MILLIONAIRE FARMER DIES 
A dispatch from Madison, S. 
D. 
states th at Irving D. Smith, known 
as the millionaire farmer of Sou th 
Dakota and famou s for his charity 
died at his home aged HO.

of $1,500,000, nearly all of which 
was invested in farm lands, and re 
pu ted to be the second richest man 
in the state, he gained an enviable 
repu tation of kindness to his many 
tenants. 
In fact, he was so gener­ 
ou s that his wife in September last 
year began proceedings to have his 
son appointed as a gu ardian for him 
He was born in Herkimer cou nty 
X. Y., eighty years ago and after 
spending a few years in California, 
retu rned, in 18 54 married and with 
his wife moved to Whiteside cou nty 
this state where he bou ght 24 0 acres 
of government land at $1.25 an ac­ 
re. 
He lived on this farm fou rteen 
years. 
The settling u p of the new 
cou ntry and the rapid increase on 
the valu e of farm property revealed 
to him the possibility of acqu iring a 
fortu ne by bu ying and selling farm 
lands. 
So he moved to Iowa and 
pu rchased fou rteen qu arter sections 
and finally fetched u p in Sou th Da 
kota, 
where he owned 
ninety-six 
qu arter sections at the time of his 
death.

SHAW AS A PLAYWRIGHT. 
George Bernard Shaw is u ndou bt­ 
edly one of the most striking indi­ 
vidu alities and brillian literary men 
of ou r time. 
People may not always 
agree with his ideas, b u t whether as 
critic, dram atist, philosopher, m oral­ 
ist or essayist, he is always delight­ 
fu l in his expression and ever en­ 
joyable. 
In his 
great play, “ You 
Never 
Can Tell,” there is scarcely a scene 
which is not scintillant with repar­ 
tee and wit. 
There is, 
perhaps. 
sarcasm at 
times, bu t there is also mu ch knowl­ 
edge th at is tru e and hu m an natu re 
that is good. 
In his great play, Shaw 
takes the kindly domestic life. 
The 
following is an extract 
from the 
great play: 
“ I never was m aster in my own 
hou se, sir; my wife was like you r 
you ng lady: she was of a command- 
; ing and m asterfu l disposition, which 
J my son has inherited. 
Bu t if I had 
| my life to live twice over. I’d do it 
| again. I’d do it again, I assu re you . 
You never can tell, sir, you never 
can tell.” 


Lee cou nty’s game warden, W ill­ 
iam E. H art, has received a consign 
ment of twenty-five pairs of Alabama 
qu ail from State Game Commission­ 
er i. A. W heeler and will destribu te 
them to farm ers over the 
cou nty 
from Ashton. It is the desire to place 
the birds w'here they will receive the 
best care and protection du ring the 
winter. 
W ou ld Domesticate Them. 
It. H. Schroeder of Macon cou nty, 
who has been given a su pply of the 
sou thern qu ail and pheasants to be 
cared for u pon his farm, believes 
that these birds can be domesticated 
by a little 
He has decided to 
keep the birds in captivity u ntil af­ 
ter the severe weather, giving them 
the ru n of a ^ r g e chicken yard and 
then liberate them, perhaps abou t 
the middle of March. 
He thinks by this process the birds 
will not leave the farm, bu t will re­ 
main in close proximity, thu s increas­ 
ing the chances for the raising of the 
you ng birds. 
He believes that if all 
the farm ers of Illinois who are given 
these birds by the game wardens will 
adopt this policy tht the prospects 
for an increase in the su pply will be 
mu ch blighter. They are given great­ 
er protection from animals of domes­ 
ticity and will prove of more valu e 
to the farm er than if allowed to ru n 
wild in the fields or u pon the farm. 
Increase In Birds. 
Commissioner Wheeler has been 
receiving reports the week from the 
qu ail censu s takers throu ghou t the 
state. 
Several weeks ago he asked 
each warden to make an estim ate of 
the nu m ber of qu ail and other game 
birds now in existence in Illinois. 
Winnebago cou nty waB the first to 
report, giving its total of 2,000 qu ail 
and perhaps a half dozen partridges 
or prairie chickens. McLean cou nty 
reports abou t 
3,000, w’hile 
other 
cou nties range from 1,000 to 4,000. 
Dr. Wheeler estimates that the nu m ­ 
ber in the state will range from 2 0 0,- 
000 to 300,000, a very small propor­ 
tion comprising chickens. 
The recent 
distribu tion of many 
thou sand of sou thern qu ail will, it is 
believed, soon 
have the 
resu lt of 
bringing the nu mber of birds u p to 
1,000,000 or more in this state. The 
mild weather of the present winter 
is of great help to the state game 
commissioner in his scheme of in­ 
creasing the popu lation.

It was stated that as W ashin gton on e 
n ight en joyed the hospitality of Oliver 
Ellsworth be took the tw in s upon n is 
kn ees an d in jovial ton es poured forth 
the son g. This is the D. A. It. version 
of it:

I spied the biggest ram , sir 
T hat w as ever fed on hay.

Some of the members, o I the Sarah 
Riggs Humphreys chapter of Derby 
scout the idea that the Farther of Ilis 
Coun try ever poured forth his soul iu 
such triflin g melody, even to en tertain 
the famous Ellsworth twin s. They say 
that the prototype of tl*e Darby ram 
was a merin o sheep brought from 
Spain to Derby by a Con n ecticut man , 
Colon el David Humphreys. 
It is al­ 
leged that Washin gton eould n ever 
have heard the words of the son g used 
today, for they were written after the 
sheep had reached this coun try, In 1802, 
several years after his death. 
Colon el David Humphreys an d his 
merin o sheep were at on e time the talk 
of all hjew En glautL The Massachu­ 
setts Society For Promotin g Agricul­ 
ture voted him a gold medal for his 
“patriotic exertion s iu in troducin g in to 
New' En glan d” this breed of sheep. The 
son g parodied the feelin g followin g the 
lan din g of the shrey* at the Derby 
docks.

sum did n ot cover the cost

the farm ers were n ot proof again st the 
temptin g offers, an d soon Humphreys’ 
merin o bucks brought from *1,500 to 
$2,000 an d ewe» brought from $1,000 to 
$1,500.
